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In  the  case  of  two  nev/  registrations  the  existing 
•  buildings  were,  in  spite  of  war-time  difficulties,  re¬ 
conditioned.  \7ell  planned  buildings  tend  to  make  the 
labour  less  arduous  and  are  an  encouragement  to  the 
milkers  and  dairy  hands  to  maintain  a  high  standard,  but 
in  these  days  when  construction  and  repair  work  must  in 
so  many  cases  be  deferred  until  after  the  war,  it  is  well 
to  remember  that  methods  are  of  first  importance.  In 
clean  milk  production  thor^oughness  at  every  stage  must 
be  the  keynote. 

On  -the  whole  a  fairly  good  standard  was  maintained 
throughout  the  year  but  in  a  few  cases  there  was  room 
for  considerable  improvement.
